ing between Long Island and Deer is- 
land be sees at bis left a unique monu- 
ment marking a dangetous ledge and 
shoal 
So peculiar IB Its appearance 


that every stiangcr Is suie to ask, 
"What is that? 
To this some local 


wiseacre ptomptly* responds 
"Nix's 


Mate," but usually he cannot explain 
its meaning or even spell the name cor- 
rectly 


The "Mate' Is a massive piece of 


copper riveted masonry 
foity feet 


square and twelve feet high with 
stairs on one side, upon whose top 
rises a black wooden pjiamid twenty 
feet high 
Two bundled years ago 


where this weird pjramld now stands 
there was a fertile Island of twelve 
acres, furnishing excellent grazing and 
called In consequence Green leland 
So much Is hlstorv 
A curious old 


book long out of pilnt has woven the 
legend of tho name Into a pleasing ro 
mance which In bilef Is as follows 


When Sir William Phlps made his 


celebrated expedition to the Spanish

Captain MX and six others were set 


adrift early in the vcir 1BS9 In nn 
open boat nnd left to their fale 
After 


Incredible hardships tb< j u iched land 
only to be captured by savages 
To- 


ward spilng they escaped In a cnnoo 
nud flnallv lauded on Gieen Island 
June 1, 1(>89 
They contrived to leach 


Boston Town, nnd thoie they found 
the Dolphin nnd Fltzvassal too, who 
had assumed the name of Captain Nix 
riUvnssal was tried for piracy, con 
Dieted and sentenced to be executed on 
Green Island ou Juno 5 
But for some 


icrvlce which be had rendered to the 
colonv while homing bis assumed name 
he was pardoned bv the governor 
Bradshiet 
Befoie the news of the 


pimlon tciched him bxnvevcr, ho took 
i fatal dose of poison

nose of his; then he takes It away and

bacon was cut Iu thin slices aud tmkei 
or broiled iu tbe oven until crisp am 
brown All the fat which was cooked 
out was saved and eaten with the 
bread -and other foods which made up 
the dairy fare 


On an average about 80 per cent o 


the ptotela and 00 per cent of tbe fa 
of tho ration containing bacon wen 
digested and about 88 per cent of the 
energy was available Calculated val 
ues for bacou alone showed over & 
per i ent prote'n and 00 percent digest 
Ible fat figures which compare favor 
ably with those which have been ob 
tallied for other animal foods 
' Lean bacon contains as much pro 


toln and about twice as much digest! 
ble fat as other meats ' says Professor 
Snydei, 'making It at the same time 
and even at a higher price a pound 
a cheaper food thim other meats Ba 
con fat Is easily digested, and when 
combined with other foods It appears 
to exert a favorable inccbaulcal action 
upon digestion '

The ic3tilu of firing a bullet at a 
lat brittle bone and Into a soft sub- 
Btance like the brain ate very different. 
The bouc Is pierced, and the lateral dls- 
>lacement of its paitides is very slight, 
rat the brain Is thrown aside la all dl- 
\ections Ihe difference Is due to tbe 
dlffeicut degtee of coheslvcncss ot tbe 
>nrtick's composing the two bodies or, 
n other words, to the greater fluidity 
of the softer structure 


Next the Importance of fluid con- 


[ents In intensifying tbe effects of a 
bullet fired through a closed recepta 
cle Is shown by one ot Kocher/s experi- 
ments 
Two Identical tin canisters 


were filled with equal quantities of 
Int which In one was dry and in the 
other saturated with w*uer 


A bullet of moderate velocity flred 


through them simply perforated the 
dt7 one, but caused the wet one to 
burst explosively 
Kocher also filled 


n skull with water and found that a 
bullet flred through It caused bursting 
of tbe sutures 


Very remarkable is the shattering 


that results when skulls that have been 
filled with water or with wax are 
treated In this way nnd If they are 
compared with others showing the ef- 
fects of bullet wounds under normal 
conditions It Is easy to appreciate *at 
the variations presented are depend- 
mt, In part nt least, upon the differ 
euce In the character of the contents,—

THE TONGUEJDF A BIRD. 


Kn Organ Which Varies Much In the 


Different Species. 


Tew people ha\e given tbo igut t< 


the subject oC blids tongues 
Man^ 


even of the amatLUr Llulv students 
know little of the lltetituic on thi 
subject and still less fio n p^isonal ob 
sen ation, 


Blids must use their bills as bauds 


aud to some extent the ton ;ues supple 
mcut such use 
Thus nut and seed 


eating birds exttact the kernel from 
the shell, which is clacked between 
the mandibles 


The full complement of bones of the 


tongue consists of eight 
The shape 


varies considerably In dlffeient species, 
and tbe comparative size very much 
more although there is a prevailing 
genet a 1 resemblance The size and de- 
velopment of tbe -\ arlous bones con 
trol the shape and utility of the organ 
Well d< \eloped front bones meau fl 
thick fleshy tongue, such as we find 
In membeis of the duck family, while 
small forward bones usually accora 
pany a small tongue of less Importance 
to the ownei 
sometimes little mote 


than rudimentary like that of tbe pel 
lean 


Among such birds as have occasion 


to protrude the tongue well beyond the 
tip of the bill the hind bones are mar 
\elously developed and greatly elon 
gated for these are the bones on which 
the tongue Is hung 


The edges of tbe tongues of most 


birds are more or less fringed, this fea 
ture being most noticeable in thin 
tongues 
Most birds have a greater or 


less number of papillae—small fleshy 
projections 
splnelike in appearance 


nnd usually Inclined backward—on the 
upper soi face of the tongue 
These 


are of service in working tbe food 
backward toward the throat 


Some of tbe sea birds have very slm 


pie tongues which serve but little pur- 
pose The tongues of the honey creep 
ers bave \ ery fine and long feathering 
while those of the woodpecker are long 
slender and pointed, and the roots of 
some species cnrvc clear around tbe 
back of tbe skull, up over the crown 
and their tips rest at the base of the 
upper mandible 
With tbe exception 


of the sapsuckers the tongues of wood 
peckers are capable of great protru 
slon and the tip Is barbed 
The sap 


suckers, however Instead of having 
sharp, barbed tongues like those o] 
other 
woodpeckers 
have broshllke 


tongues as a result of the degeneration 
of the bristles on their surface into 
hairs standing out from the tongue 
rather than pointing backward 


Birds with long bills do not always 


have correspondingly 
long tongues. 


The kingfishers, with their dlspropor 
tlouatcly large bills, have short tongues 
The outer edges of the very long 
tongues of humming birds are closely 
rolled up Into two tubes lying side by 
Bide, by means of which the birds are 
enabled to suck the nectar from flow 
ers —New York Post

Resolutions In the House to Investi- 


gate Their Methods of Doing Bus)- 
ntii—Othtr Items of Interest From 
Harrlsburg. 
Harrlsburg, March 11—Encouraged 


iy their almost successful battle to 
place tha Garner bill repealing the 
tate police act upon the calendar, the 
labor leaders of the house have served 
notice that they have only begun their 
fight The resolution to place Garner's 
measure upon the calendar was de- 
eated by the small majority of four 
•otcs Now the labor people say that 
bey propose bringing one of ths other 
tills repealing tbe constabulary act 
out of tbe committee on military af- 
alrs 
There are two such measures 


before this committee and the labor 
people are giving the members of the 
committee no end of trouble concern- 
ng them 


The administration people and oth- 


ers who favor the state constabulary 
told that the state policemen have 
been doing good work or there jould 
not be such insistent endeavor to'abol- 
sh them on the part of the labor peo- 
ple 
They contend that the repealer 


would never get through the house and 
that it it did the senate certainly 
would throttle It 


It Is certain that some of the mem- 


>ers who made speeches In support ol 
.he Garner measure did BO to please 
their constituents, or a portion of 
them, but would hesitate a long time 
before they would vote for abolishing 
.he state constabulary Some of theee 
eglslatora feel better now that they 
have gotten those speeches out of their 
systems but the fear that they may 
yet have to go on record on this aub- 
lect is making them very uneasy 


The l&bor people say there were 


enough of their representatives ab- 
sent from the house at tbe time the 
vote was taken on the Garner resolu- 
tion to have passed it hod they been 
present 
They at onoe got to ^work 


upon the members of the military com 
mittee to bring out one ot the other 
repealers 


Many Labor Bills In Committee, 
The labor people have a lot of other 


bills in committees and they have no- 
tified tbe respective chairmen of these 
committees that they will stand for no 
monkey business" with these meas 
ures They want them brought out of 
committees and declare that if they 
are to be defeated they want them de- 
feated in the open, on the floor of the 


l of the house These bills pertain 


to child labor, prison work, allowing 
foreigners to carry fire arms, regulat- 
ing work in bituminous coal mines and 
a score or more other measures relat- 
ing directly to the Interests of labor. 


Holy horrors! legislators want to 


look into the manner in which cor- 
porations do business 
These law 


makers actually desire to investigate 
the methods of these soulless con 
cerns. For that is exactly the mean- 
ing of a resolution introduced in the 
house the other day by Jesse F Blue- 
stone, of Plttsburg A similar resolu 
tlon was recently introduced in the 
senate by Senator Elliott Rodgers, of 
Allegheny. It provides that a commis- 
sion be appointed to investigate the 
auditor genera} s department The 
Bluestone measure provides for a com- 
mission of two senators and three rep- 
resentatives with power to examine 
books and witnesses for the par pose 
of ascertaining if there has been neg 
llgence In the collection ui taxes from 
trust companies, railroads and other 
corporations. 


Buch authority, if granted, 
would 


give everybody a chance to "look In." 
It would show up some corporations 
and their method of aping business In 
a way that would be very objectionable 
to the corporations. And later 
it 


might mean that they would be re- 
quired to separate themselves from a 
good deal more money annually to the 
state than they have been doing The 
resolution carries- with it an approprta 
tlon of ?5000 to defray expenses 
It 


has been several weeks since the Rod- 
gers resolution was introduced in the 
senate 
It was promptly put to sleep 


In committee, for it has neTer been 
heard of again 
It is rumored that 


Rodgers inspired the Bluestone reso- 
lution, thinking that if the Bluestone 
resolution could get through the house 
It would be harder to knock it out or 
smother it in the senate 


Will Interest Old Soldiers. 


This legislature 
purposes doing 


ktn'llv things for the old soldiers A 
bill has been Introduced by Mr Sny- 
der, of Schuylkill, exempting soldiers 
who served In the Civil War from pay- 
ment of tax upon homesteads and oc- 
cupation tax except for state and 
countv purposes 
The senate passed 


finally the bill allowing old soldiers 
pensions of $5 to $10 a month, accord 
Ing to their terms of service 


Charitable institutions are to be 


given closet inanection hereafter 
A 


bill introduced in the house by Mr 
Kless, of Lvcomlng, provides that the 
state board of charities shall be au 
thorlred to name two assistant general 
agents, who shall examine all Institu 
tlons receiving 
state aid and report 


their condition to the board of chart 
ties 
* 


The McCord bill to place the selec- 


tion of United States senators in the

The pas- 


sage of the McCord bill will entirely 
eliminate commercial dealings for sen- 
itorlal battles 
Tbe presiding officers 


of both houses and the Republican and. 
Democratic floor leaders are all for the 
bill and there Is scarcely a question 
that it will go through 
If It passes 


there Is no doubt that the governor 
will sign It It Is a Democratic meas 
ure, pure and simple and no reasonable 
objection can be brought against it. 
This method ot selecting United States 
senators Is in vogue in many states of 
the Union and is fast growing In popu- 
larity 


Teachers' Pension BUI Killed. 


The members of the house had a lot 


of fun killing the teachers' pension 
bill on second reading 
In apparently 


good faith and with sober mien Repre- 
sentative Dunsmore of Tloga, offered 
an amendment to the bill providing 
that not only teachers but all persons 
who had reached the age of 70 years, 
and wh" were good and faithful cltl- 
lens of the commonwealth, should be 
made eligible to the pension of f!50 a 
year, which the bill provided 
Objec- 


tion was made to tbls on the ground 
that a woman could not be made to 
acknowledge hei age after she had 
passed 60, but the house accepted the 
amendment amid laughter and cheers 
The house also adopted with a whoop 
an amendment offered by Mr Marvin, 
of Pike providing tbat instead of 
teaching 30 years as provided by the 
bill, teachers should serve 75 years 
before becoming eligible for a pension 
Then the bill and amendments fell 
with a thud 


The Moore resolution calling for a 


constitutional amendment to provide 
for a $25 000 000 bond issue for road 
Improvement, almost lost its life In 
committee. The committee took a vote 
upon it, and de<tded to report It out 
negatively 
Some members thought 


that It meant that $25,000,000 was to 
be paid out of the state treasury, and 
that this was too much money to be 
spent at one time 
The fact la they 


did not know what they were voting 
for 
When Representative Moore of 


Allegheny learned that his bill had 
been killed he got busy and had the 
committee reconsider its action 
Then 


the committee decided to repoit it out 
favorablv which was done 


There Is much likelihood that the 


bill will become a law Then the prop- 
osition must have the approval of a 
majority of the electors of the state 
and of the next legislature before the 
bonds may be Issued 
The advocates 


of the measure liold that It Is proper 
and just that posterity should help to 
pay for road Improvement in the state, 
for the Improvement is to be a perma- 
nent one and will be enjoyed by future 
generations 
Under the most favorable 


circumstances It will be several years 
before the work can be done 


That this has been the busiest legis- 


lature this state has had is evident 
from the activity displayed on every 
hand 
The committee work thus far 


has been tremendous Many hearings, 
both public and private have been held 
and more are to i ome Several Import- 
ant investigations are under way, and 
several more aie to be undertaken 
Formerly there used to be a cessation 
In tlie"introductioii of new bills after 
the session had been a few weeks old, 
but not so this time 
New bills keep 


pouring In dailj 
The committee on 


rules has not even considered the ques- 
tion of fixing a time when the Intro- 
duction of new bills must cease 
Nor 


has the committee deemed It wise to 
consider a time for Snal adjournment 


The fact Is there is enough business 


in hand and in prospect to keep the 
members engaged until June or July, 
even by holding two sessions dally 
There are certain members of the legis- 
lature who have taken a great liking 
to their work 
They will make a fight 


against- adjournment, no matter when 
the date Is fixed They enjoy making 
laws and they would rather hear them- 
selves making speeches In the senate 
and house chambers than anything 
else 
Sensation Promised In Capitol Probe.

bou never plans to yard up for winter. 
Ills feet are large and deeply cleft, his 
ankle joints flexible, and when lie 
wallts hi the snow his dewclaws touch, 
the whole spreading out Into a kind of 
snowshoe After the light, flufly snow 
of a heavy storm packs and settles the 
caribou can go over It fast enough to 
prevent being run down by a hunter 
on snowshoes, and his winter hoof Is 
so constructed, with updrawn frog and 
sharp edges, that he can make full 
speed on glare ice. The caribou Is gre- 
garious In his habits, not Inclined to be 
qaatrelsomc with bis fellows aud, be- 
sides being n wanderer, Is extremely 
shy. When a herd bivouacs for n rest 
It Is usually In a woody opening or on 
the windward side of a bog. This

THE AGE OF FISHES. 


Both Ear Stones and Scales Carry the 


Annual Tally. 


It has been found by Ichthyologists 


that the age of a fish may be read from 
Its scales. These Increase in size by 
annular growths, two rings being form- 
ed each year. The "otollths" or car 
stones, which lie in two sacs on either 
side of the base of the cranial cavity, 
afford another means of determination. 


Like the scales, the otoliths increase 


by two rings annually. Bach spring- 
that is, from February to June—a white 
ring Is formed, nnd each autumn-that 
Is, fro,n July to October—a black one. 
Thus the number of either white or 
black rings in an otolith gives the age 
of the fish In years. In the case of 
flatfish the latter method has been 
found more reliable, whereas In the 
case of the cod the scales give a bet- 
ter result. Although varying much In 
size and shape In different species, tho 
otollths show a remarkable constant 
lu the same species; hence they are 
of considerable value In the diagnosis 
of a species.—London Globe.

When the calves are three or four 
weeks old they are coaxed and butted 
Into jumping over logs or blow downs 
that later lu life they miry know better 
than to hesilate when fleeing from dan- 
ger. Tho deer Is n natural Jumper and 
will take a fallen tree or a fence for 
the sheer- fun of Jumping, whereas an 
untutored caribou will duck under or 
go around. The calves as well as the 
mature animals are very fleet of foot 
especially when frightened into a run. 
That gait however, is not natural for 
them, and If kept at It for any consid- 
erable time they tire.

Both Ear Stonra and Scales Carry the 


Annual Tally, 


It has been found by ichthyologists 


that the age of a flsh may be read from 
Its scales. These increase in size by 
annular growtbs, two rings being form- 
ed each year. The "otoliths" or ear 
stones, which lie in two sacs on either 
side of the base of the cranial cavity, 
afford another means of determination. 


Like the scales, the otollths increase 


by two rings annually. Each spring- 
that is, from February to June—a white 
ring Is formed, and each autumn—that 
Is, from July to October—a black one. 
Thus the number of either wuite or 
black rings in nn otolltli gives the age 
of the flsh in years. In the cace of 
flatfish the latter method has been 
found more reliable, whereas in the 
case of the cod the scales give a bet- 
ter result. Although varying much li) 
size and shape In different species, tho 
otollths show a remarkable constan-" 
In the same species; hence they are 
of considerable value In the diagnosis 
of a species.—London Globe.

tery, the wanderer of the wilderness, 
the most restlesi 
most Inquisitive 


member of the entire deer family. 
Like the moose, he carries an antler 
crown that tempts sportsmen to long, 
leg wearing tramps in faraway places, 
nnd except In open countries, where 
his UlDd gather In Immense herds to 
feed ou the moss barrens, he Is one ot 
the most difficult of game animals to 
get n shot at 
Both the bull and the 


cow of the caribou tribe wear antlers, 
the latter's being more delicate In 
beam structure and not so widely blad- 
cd as those of the bull. 


Wlicre there Is lack of snow to aid 


the tracker In translating the this-way- 
nnd-that of a caribou trail a cunning 
like that exercised by Kipling's Mow- 
gli in the story of the "King's Ankns" 
Is quite necessary for success. Being 
extremely restless, the caribou, even 
when eating or drinking, Is not content 
to glean his Oil from one place, no mat- 
ter how abundant the food. 
It Is a 


nibble here, a slip there, and so on un- 
til rods and sometimes many acres are 
covered In satiating a mild hunger. 
The natural food Is a moss which is to 
be found on bog land from Maine to 
the limit of vegetation In the north, 
and the ash green, beardllke moss pe- 
culiar to spruce tops In the big woods. 
This Intter sustenance comos to them 
after logging operations or when a 
hurricane tears through the solitudes 
and lays flat scores of trees. 


Because of his restlessness the In- 


dians called him the wandering cue, 
and that's wliat his Latin name sug- 
gests. His natural gait is a trot, a 
long, swinging, tireless trot which eats 
distance with the sureness and steadi- 
ness of brook flow. Here today, he 
may be fifty miles away tomorrow 
and back again the day following. 


Unlike the deer and moose, the cari- 


bou never plans to yard up for winter. 
His feat nre large and deeply cleft, his 
ankle joints flexible, and when ho 
walks In the snow his dewclnws touch, 
the whole spreading out Into a kind of 
anowshoe. After tho light, Onffy enow 
of a heavy storm packs nnd settles the 
caribou can go over it fast enough to 
prevent being run down by a hunter 
on snowshocs, and his winter hoof is 
so constructed, with upilrnwn frog and 
shaip edges, that he cau make full 
speed ou glare Ice. The caribou is gre- 
garious in his habits, not Inclined to be 
cjuairelsoine with his fellows and, be- 
sides being n wanderer, is extremely 
shy. \\TJCU n herd bivouacs for n rest 
it is usually in a woody opening or on 
the -nlufln-ard side of a bog. This 
scheme of precaution permits'of eyes 
to open aud uose to cover, and, beiug 
both keen of sight, subtle of scent and 
acute of hearing, nothing more tangi- 
ble than a cloud shadow can approach 
without being seen, heard or scented. 


Curiosity sometimes brings serious 


trouble to the rarlbou. as, for instance, 
when being trailed. Long before a 
tracker walks to view the animal 
knows he Is being followed and will 
shift his course in order to avoid his 
pursuer. 
Very often the hunter, un- 


aware that the quarry Is within gun- 
shot, is being quietly looked over by 
the caribou, who has made a detour to 
survey his back track from a Banking 
position. Oiice he gets ills eyes ou the 
hunter his curiosity Increases, and the 
desire to learn more about the two 
legged outlit who has been following 
his spoor usually results In a bullet 
being sent in his direction. 


The young of the caribou are reared 


and schooled in remote, lonesome 
places In the depths of the timber. 
When the cnhes are three or four 
weeks old they are coaxed and butted 
into jumping over logs or blow downs 
that later In life they may know better 
than to hesilate when fleeing from dan- 
ger. The deer Is a natural jumper and 
will take a fallen tree or n fence for 
the sheer fun of jumping, whereas an 
untutored caribou will duck under or 
go around. The calves as well as tbe 
mature animals are very fleet of foot, 
especially when frightened Into a run. 
That gait, however, Is not natural for 
them, and If kept at It for any consid- 
erable time they tire.

were dogged In Maine, seemed surpris- 
ed and said:
